THE AJMER RURAL BOARDS AND MUNICIPALITIES 
(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1950 
Np. LXV of 1950 

An Aot to amend the Ajmer® Rural Boards Regulation, 1886, and 
the Ajmor-Merwara Municipalities Regulation, 1925. 

[6th December, 1950J 

Be it enaoted by Parliament as follows : — 

1. Short title and commencement,— ( 1 ) This Act may be called the 
Ajmer Rural Boards and Municipalities (Amendment) Aot, 1950. 

(5) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 5, Regulation VI ol 1886. — Clause (a) of the 
proviso to sub-soction (2) of section 5 of the A] more Rural Boards Regulation, 
1880, shall be omitted. 

3. Amendment of section 30, Regulation VI of 1925. — For sub-sections 
(S) and (3) of section 30 of the Ajmer-Merwara Municipalities Regulation, 1925 
(hereinafter referred to us the said Regulation), the following sub-scotion shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

"(2) Every person who would be entitled under the Representation of 
the People Aot, 1960 (XLIII of 1950) to be registered in the electoral roll 
for a Parliamentary constituency if that constituency had been co-extensive 
with the municipality, and whose name is registered in the electoral roll 
for the Parliamentary constituency comprising the municipality, shall be 
entitled to be enrolled as an elector of the municipality.” 

4. Amendment of section 43, Regulation VI of 1925. — Clause (a) of 
section 43 of the said Regulation shall be omitted,
